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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the prior art does not 
teach a transmission line to drive a clock signal of a selected bus master to a memory array, where the transmission line is paired with a 
corresponding respective control input to select or de-select the transmission line. The applicant further argues that 116 signals are 
different from the 1 14 signals. However, Fadavi-Ardekani discloses a transmission line to drive a clock signal of a selected bus master to a 
memory array, where the transmission line is paired with a corresponding respective control input(Figure 1, 1 14) to select or de-select the 
transmission line(Column 4, Lines 54-67; One transmission line is selected and the others are de-selected. The final office action stated 
that the claimed isolation circuit corresponded to the combination of components 110 and 118 in Figure 1. The Final rejection also stated 
that control inputs were signals 114 in Figure 1. Since the isloation circuit is a combination of components 110 and 118, signal 116 is 
irrelevant in the rejection since the claimed control inputs are signals 1 14 of Figure 1 and signal 1 16 is just an internal signal of the 
isolation circuit 
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
